A report from the American air attache 
in South Korea suggests that President 
Rhee is ill, and that this fact is being 
withheld from even his close associates.

Comment The Liberal Party, with Villeda as its 

presidential candidate, polled 48 percent 
of the vote in the 1954 elections. Since May 1956 Villeda’s 
Communist- influenced faction of the party has been increas- 
ingly aggressive in attacks on the government. A threatened 
general strike in mid- June was probably promoted by Villeda 
and Gonzalo Carias, son of an ex-dictator, who apparently 
have a working agreement to oust Lozano. 

Key armed forces officials declared their 
loyalty to the Lozano government on 13 June.
